deſt and blaſphemeſt with thy vngodly Swearing , = hath faid , that he will 
not bold him guiltleſſe, that takes his Name tn vaine, | 

And much berter were it at the laſt = . for that miſerable wretch , thathe 
had beene ereateda Toade, a Viper, or the moſt loathſome creature, then to 
appeare before that great and dreadtull Tribunall , and there ro be accuſed by 
the Deuill and his owne conſcience, for Swearing and for Porſivearing, and 
Blaſpheming the bleſſed Name of the Eternal! God,where no excule can ſerue, 
no Aduocatecan plead, no Proxey or Efloyne is to be graunred , bur preſently 
the guilty Caitifis commanded to vtter darkeneflz and perpetual] rorments, 
There is ſome excuſe for the ignorant Iewes, that crucified our Samour, 

becauſe they knew not what they d1d:bur tor a protefſed Chriſtian, who knowes 
God to behix Creator , and that leſws Ch: paid no lefſe then the peereleſle & 
moſt precious blood of his heart tor mans Redemprion , how can any one that 
knowes and belecues theſe things, hope for faluation by that blood , wounds, 
heart and body, which he ſo much, and fo often blaſphemes and teares berwixt 
his accurſed teeth 7 So that there is no Ttaytor fo bad, or treaſon ſo great, as 1s 
againſt the Maieſtc of heauen,nor hath the Deui!l any thatdoth him more plea- 
ling leruice, then an odious and common Swearer doth , and herein he goes 
beyond all the Deuils in hell, in impiety and contempr of God : for Saint James 
faith, Chap, 2, 19, Thatthe Deuils doe belecue there is a God,and that they al- 
ſo tremble in feare of his mighty power”; but the Swearer,though he doe know 
and belecue there is a God, yethe velceues not his Word, or feares or trembles 
at his Iudgements, 

Beſides theſe endlefſe torments ordained in hell for odious Swearers, God 
hath promiſed to affii& them in this hte : for he ſaith, The plague ſhall neuer go 
from the houſe of the Swearer , Ecelefeafticws 2 3.

ſting , to thoſe that loue and fcarc him , we (hou!d then hold his Name in ſuch 
reuerence as becomes Chriſtians: if his fearetui! threatnings againſt the takers 
of his Name in vaiuc, could terrific vs , (no doubt) but we would be morecare- 
full and circumſpeR in our liues and conuerſations , 25 that we would be ally. 
red by his mercics , or re{trained by his judgements.
